On November 7, 2022, the Maryland Board of Nursing (“the Board™) issued an “Order for
Summary Suspension of Choose an item. Pursuant to Section 10-226(c)(2) of the Administrative
Procedure Act” to Clarence Miller — A00127874 (“the Respondent™). On December 14, 2022,
the Board held a Show Cause Hearing to give the Respondent an opportunity to present argument
as to why the Board should not continue the summary suspension of the Respondent’s certificate.
The Respondent failed to appear at the Show Cause Hearing. The Administrative Prosecutor was
present at the Show Cause Hearing on behalf of the State. After considering the oral argument(s)
presented at the Show Cause Hearing, the Board decided to continue the summary suspension of
the Respondent’s and certificate to practice as a certified nursing assistant/geriatric nursing
assistant in the State of Maryland.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

The Board concludes that the public health, safety, or welfare imperatively requires

continued emergency action in this case under Md. Code Ann., State Gov’t § 10-226(c)(2) (2021).

Based on the foregoing, it is hereby:
ORDERED that the SUMMARY SUSPENSION of the Respondent’s certificate,
